/Summa* y This report gives information from three Rumanian news- 
papers and a periodical on the activities of two Rumanian abrasives 
plants, Abrazive Colentina and Carbochim. The latter is a new plant 
vhicn opened in Cluj at the beginning of September 1952 and which is 
expected to produce enough abrasives and electrodes to provide an ex- 
portable surplus ; 


The entire 1952 production plan of Abrazive Colentina was fulfilled by 
August, national liberation day. Every worker in the plant engaged in com- 
petition, Economies of 79, 1^ lei were achieved. Quality brigades under lead- 
ing workers Nieolae Cioca and Savas Papazian raised the quality of products 
and exceeded daily norms on the average of 50 percent. An economy brigade 
under Andrees Zahar in succeeded in cutting production costs . As a result of 
all these measures, the 1952 plan was fulfilled early *ith a 68-percent rise 
in labor pi oducti vity . Production costs declined 10.4 percent instead of the 
7 percent planned. (1) : 

The new Carbochim plant in Cluj ia producing electrolytic graphite for 
the first time in Rumania. The plant has also begun production of carborun- 
dum and polishing stones. (2) The recent expansion of electrochemical and elec- 
trometallurgical industries has increased the need for carbon electrodes, thou- 
sands of tons of which will be needed per year. Hundreds of thousands of pol- 
ishing stories are used yearly in all branches of Rumanian industry. Up to 
1952, hundreds of tons of abrasives were imported annually. Now all of these 
materials will be produced domestically and a surplus will be le^t for ex-
